GENERAL: Phelps &Turkall welcomed enthusiastically. A budget adjustment from the Managerwas distributed by 
email. The budget books were distributed to member’s homes. The B&R TF met brieflyfor a review of the 5 yr plan. 


REVIEW OF WARRANT: Adraft copyof the (76 articles) was distributed. The chair led the committee through the 
warrant article by article to determine which should be heard. Several were assigned to individuals to arrange 
hearings. The rest will be scheduled by Turkall. Refer to attached list. 

REPORTS: 

MINUTEMAN TECH: DeCourcey described the recent budget hearing which was also attended byTosti, Dunn and 
several parents. Total enrollment is down again as is Arlington’s (by about 17). Estimated assessment will 
increase $23kto $3,265K (0.7%). The middle school program, used byonlysome districts, is now off budget. A 
capital plan is being considered. Bonding requires 100% approval by district communities which would give 
Arlington more influence than in other matters. Morrisette is pleased w/the new superintendent. No course 
changes have been made. 

SCHOOLS: Fanning reported that the School Committee is expecting the budget on 2/12. The budget is expected 
to be within the 5 yr plan goals. The superintendent is working to bring more SPED programs into the district to 
reduce costs, especially transportation. 

SYMMES: Foskett reviewed the status of the project. He believes that taxes will cover the debt service despite the 
cost of abutter delays. 

ELECTIONS FY08: Tosti reported that state funds and limited pets will make the costless than originally thought. 
SNOW: Olsen believes that the snow budget is expended, 
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LETTER: Tosti read a letter included with a census return urging the town to set a trash fee. 

APPRECIATION: Kneeland received a round of applause for his manyyears of service to the committee. 

COMMITTEE: Ronan has pneumonia. Fanning to arrange a get well card. Nomtg1/30. Turkall to arrange 
hearings for2/4. There will be no meetings on 4/2, 4/7 &4/9. Tosti to again request FY08 budget balances. Send 
changes to contact list to Tosti.
